To  the  Graduating  Class 

As  is  well  known,  a  grave  deficiency  exists  in  the  matter  of  reading  music.  With 
the  jjrogress  made  in  the  United  States  during  the  last  twenty-five  years  the  time,  it 
is  presumed,  cannot  be  distant  when  the  necessity  of  studying  music  by  the  solfeggio 
method  before  attempting  the  study  of  voice  or  of  an  instrument  will  be  held  in  the 
same  estimation  here  as  it  is  held  in  many  European  countries,  and  will  be  sustained 
by  the  young  generation  of  teachers. 

The  word  "Solfeggio"  is  rather  an  unfortunate  one.  To  many  people  it  carries 
the  idea  that  it  is  something  which  is  far  removed  from  the  useful  and  the  practical, 
and  that  its  use  offers  no  real,  .substantial  advantages:  while,  in  fact,  the  term,  as 
now  employed,  designates  a  set  of  principles  and  an  accumulation  of  knowledge 
which  is  practical  to  a  very  high  degree,  if  not  absolutely  indispensable  to  the  reading 
and  understanding  of  music.  To  attempt  to  learn  to  sing,  or  to  play  an  instrument 
before  being  able  to  read  music  accurately  is  a  gross  error.  The  imperfect  reading 
interposes  unneces.sary  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  student,  and  needlessly  ob- 
structs his  course  of  advancement. 

Teaching,  doubtless,  will  be  the  lot  of  the  nuijority  of  the  graduating  class.  As 
teachers  you  may  do  much  to  develop  this  branch  of  in.struction,  in  which  all  the 
knowledge  acquired  at  the  Conservatory  will  be  put  to  use.  Thus  you  will  contribute 
a  great  deal  to  the  advancement  of  music  in  this  country.
